271,000,000 GAL.

Survey Shows Great 
Development in U. S. 
Of Bus Traffic. 


EW YORK, May 10.— 

In covering 1,900,000,- 
000 miles last year the 70,000 
motor buses in operation in 
the United States consumed 
from 4,000 to 10,000 gallons 
of gasoline each, or a total of 
271,000,000 gallons, accord- 


ing to a recent survey. 

This quantity of gasoline equals 
the amount that would be consum- 
ed by 700,000 passenger cars, since 
one bus is the equivalent of 10 
passenger cars in terms of gasoline 
consumption, the figures in the 
Qil and Gas Journal show.

Operated in cities where buses 
are forced to make frequent stops, 
the gasoline consumption of buses 
per mile is relatively high. Average 
bus performance in New York, St. 
Louis and Chicago shows less than 
six miles per gallon of gasoline. All 
the major bus companies are de- 
voting a great deal of attention to 
the fuel question and are bringing | 
about economies which are cutting 
down gasoline consumption. ‘ {For 
instance, the Chicago Motor Coach 
Company buses in 1924 averaged 
7,867 galons of gasoline pur bus 
and in the first five months of last 
year consumption ran at the an- 
nual rate of 6,548 gallons per bus. 

The mileage for passenger buses 
indicates an annual consumption of 
gasoline per bus of 7,300 gallons, 
or equivalent to the annual aver- 
age consumption of eighteen pleas- 
use automobiles. Many urban ‘and 
interurban bus lines are known to 
be using substantially large quan- 
tities.

—The output in the 
United States of motor vehi- 
cles of all classes in 1925 
aggregated 4,157,830 in num- 
ber and §$2,934,488,639 in 
value. 

This outstanding . an- 
nouncement in the biennial census 
of automotive manufacturers com- 
piled by the Department of Com- 
merce and just made public. 
These aggregates represent. in- 
creases of 6.9 per cent. in number 
and 12.4 per cent. in value as com- 
pared with 1923, the last preced- 
ing ‘year. 

The government’s figures also 
show the results of the growing 
trend in favor of closed models 

Pim’ the last. few years. The pro- 

portion of closed cars has im-« 

creased from 10 per cent. 

1919 to 21.6 per cent. in 1921, to , 

35.1 per cent. in 1923, and to 

58.3 per cent. in 1925. : 

The number of this class of 
motor vehicles manufactured in 
1925 reached a total of 2,080,033, 
compared with 1,201,577 in 1923, 
304,220 in 1921, and approximately 
156,000 in 1919. 

Establishments engaged pri- 
marily in manufacture of motor 
vehicles last year preduced 3,- 
655,058 passenger cars, valued at 
$2,527,366,148; 13,627 “public 
conveyances,” valued at $39,454,- 
025; 1,185 government and mu- 
nicipal vehicles, valued at $10,- 
183,227; 487,970 business vehi- 
cles, valued at $357,485,239, and 
8,531 trailers, valued at $3,449,- 
017; together with other prod- 
ucts valued at $433,918,149, mak- 
ing a total of $3,37 1,855,805. 

The average unit values of both 
open and closed passenger cars de- 
creased somewhat between 1923 
and 1925, but the proportion of 
closed cars, being higher priced 
than the open cars, manufactured 
was much larger in the later than 
in the earlier yeur. 

For this reason, it is pointed out, 
the percentage of increase in the 
combined value of both classes of 
passenger vehicles was higher than 
the percentage of increse in their 
combined number. 

Total production as reported by 
the Bureau of Census differs slight- 
ly from the aggregate of the month- 
ly figures published by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, namely, 4,153,- 
357, being 3,678,328 passenger cars 
and 475,029 trucks. 

This difference is due to the fact 
that the biennial census figures 
refer to actual production, whereas 
the monthly figures relate in some 
eases to factory sales rather than 
to production. 

Manufacturers also reported to 
the biennial census for their fiscal 
or business year, and in a few cases 
this fiscal or business year was not 
identical with the calendar year of 
1925.

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Congress Not in Sympathy 
Wi th Reducing Federal A id

Washington, May 10.—Further 
evidence that Congress does not 
intend to favor the administra- 
tion’s movement to reduce Fed- 
eral aid co-operation with the 
states, especially in the building 
-and maintenance of good roads, 
is seen in the prompt action of 
the Senate Committee on Post 
Offices and Post Roads, which 
has reported out the $165,000,000 
Dowell bill. 

The measure, which passed tke 
House April 16, is now on the Sen- 
ate calendar. It provides $75,000,- 
000 for the fiscal years 1928 and 
1929 for Federal highway construc- 
tion and provides moneys in addi- 
tion to the regular appropriations 
carried in the annual agrictural 
budget. 

It is- expected that the measure 
will have clear sailing in the Senate 
when it reaches the floor, as there 
has been no indication of any op- 
position in the upper chamber. 

In its report on the bill, the 
House Committe on Roads reported 
that “never in the organization of 
this committee has there been such 
general support of this legislation.” 
It cited nine national organizations 
in addition to the United States Bu- 
reau of Roads which appeared be- 
fore the committee in support of 
the measure.

Placed on Display

Detroit, May 10.—Some one with 
Brobdignagian ideas conceived the 
idea of an original exhibit for, Jules 
Fevre, Dodge and Graham dealer 
in Buenos Aires, Argentina. It took 
the form of a replica of the Gra- 
ham Brothers’ street car type of 
bus, familiar to every one in De- 
troit. But the replica was 100 feet 
long, with an extra inch for good 
measure; to be in proportion, the

Washington,. May .10.—The usé 
of the name “liquid rubber” as the 
designation compound for 
softening rubber. is attacked in a 
,cqmplaint issued: by the Federal 
Trade Commission against the 
Synthetic Products .Company of 
Cleveland. The ..compound, ac- 
cording to the complaint, contains 
no-rubber. — 

In its answer to ‘the complaint 

the company deniés that the name 
“liquid rubber” decéived or misled 
any purchaser into .thinking the 
cémpound contained rubber, ‘The 
word rubber,” it said, “by common 
"usage by the rubber industry in 
conjunction with .qther words for 
more than thirty years in products 
that do not actually contain crude 
rubber,: we: believe, should be taken 
inte, consideration inthis case.” 
,. Accerding to the complaint, the 
company ‘is. engaged in! the manu- 
facture of a compound for use in 
softening rubber and rendering it 
more resilient, which is sold to 
manufacturers of rubber products 
throughout the United States. 

The company, in its answer to 
the complafht, declared that the 
word rubber has particular signifi- 
cance, and, from a philologic stand- 
point, it is only the laymen’s idea 
of caoutchouc, the real name for 
crude rubber. The company ad- 
mits that the compound contains 
no rubber whatever, but insists that 
its business is not unfair to it com- 
' petitors.

On Tires Becomes 
» ee i 
Epidemic in Texas 
Dallas, Tex., May 10 (U. T, P. 
S.).—The spread of the trade- 
in policy inaugurated by the 
‘dlealers and distributors of ‘Gen- 
eral tires in Texas a month ago 


has. extended to all sections of 


the state.and created a situation . 
in the tire business hitherto un- 
knotvn in this section. 

Texas motorists are looking on 
with great interest while dealers 
accept old tires for new ones at 
liberal allowance, and a _  price- 
cut war goes merrily on. 

The situation forced many other 
tira dealers to adopt the trade-in 
poliey and still more to reduce 
prices. The trade-in business has 
been exceptionally heavy in Dallas, 
Houston and San Antonio, and has 
also. been extended to many other 
places. 

The dealers who take old tires 
in trade for new ones either re- 
condition the old tires and place 
them on the market or sell them 
just as they came in the trade, 

Dealers who have adopted the 
trade-in policy claim the scheme 
is just as logical as_ that 
uséd by the car dealers in ac- 
cepting a used car on a trade 
for a new one. They claim they 
know their business, the value 
of tires and are able to make a 
profit on all deals. They also 
declare the automobile owner is 
entitled to something for his old 
casings. 

“We are selling a large number 
of tires and are satisfying the 
motorists. We,make a profit on 
the new tires sold or traded for 
old ones, a profit on the old tires 
30ld without reconditioning, and a 
profit on those sold after being re- 
conditioned,” one of the dealers 
said. “If there is anything wrong 
with that kind of business L can’t 
see what it is.” 

Some of the dealers who have 
idopted the trade-in policy believe 
the time will come when it will 
prevail in all towns. They say the 
lealer in the smaller towns will 
have to adopt the policy, and if he 
cannot recondition his old tires he 
will sénd them to the larger cities 
and have the work done. 

Just where this policy will end 
is not known. Already it has 
forced dealers into the game 
who scoffed at the idea three 
months ago, They had to trade 
or lose the biggest part of their 
business. Others who still fight 
the idea have been forced to cut 
prices and sell on a part-pay plan 
to maintain their percentage of 
the trade. 

One thing is certain as a result 
of the change in the game in 
Texas. That is, the tire business 
now: is more active than it generally 
is in May. Also the prices are 
lower. 7 


‘NTRASTATE BUS RULING 
IN MARYLAND PROTESTED 


Baltimore, Md., May 10 (U. T. 

S.).—War on Maryland’s ban 
igainst buses carrying intrastate 
passengers has been declared by 
Day and Zimmerman of the Red 
Star Line, Inc., and the Washington 
Motor Coach Company. 

Both corporations now supply 
interstate bus service. Thousands 
of persons all along the routes, it 
was said by the bus companies, have 
signed petitions to permit the buses 
‘o take on passengers within the 
state limits and discharge them 
within the state limits.

The case was brought by three motor bus companies 0

taxing authorities in Idaho undertook to levy a 5 per cent. | 
tax on the business done, whereupon the bus cofnpanies, 
asked an injunction to prevent collection of the tax. | 
The Federal court has just granted the injunction by a) 
vote of two to one, Judge Dietrich dissenting. The bus com-| 
panies had deposited the amount of the tax due in escrow, 
with the court until the case was decided. They now get 
their money: back. 
This case is one that may have a widespread 
application, because many bus lines cross state lines 
in the course of their activities. It has always been 
held that all regulation of interstate commerce was 
the sole prerogative of the Federal government. 
Why there should be any difference made because 
the freight or passengers were carried in motor 
vehicles instead of in railway trains is hard to see, 
hut state authorities are jealous and anxious for 
revenue.’ This decision should serve somewhat to 
clarify matters.

scientists have thus far been unable 
to determine where_any appreci- 
able improvement 
or fuel consumption is derived. 
Characterizing as “unfounded 
and worthless” the allegation of 
manufacturers of these fucl dopes 
that make for fuel economy, the 
bureau asserts that actual tests 
have disclosed that the supposed 
gains merely result from adjust- 
ing the carburetor to lean¢r mix- 
tures, in compliance with the in- 
structions given by the manufac- 
turers, 

The,bureau made clear, h¢ 
mixed commercial gasoline 
sold by reputable dealers does not 
contain these worthless elements, 
but actually does contain ingredi- 
ents beneficial to automotive oper- 
ations.

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COURT RULES ON 
SEIZURE OF CARS 


Innocent Owner of Mo- 
tor May Not Be 
Held Liable 


Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureau | 

ASHINGTON, May 10.|* 

—Justice Frederick L. | 
Siddons of the District Su- 
preme Court, acting on the) 
application of Foss- Hughes | * 
Company, Washington dis- 
tributor for Pierce-Arrow, | 
today handed down a decision | 


of vital importance to auto-| 
motive dealers throughout the } 


country. 

The decision, which may be cited 
as a precedent in any court-in the 
United States, is designed to pro- 
tect automobile dealers, whose cars, 
sold under a conditional bill of sale, 
are seized by prohfbition agents 
while transporting intoxicating 
liquor. 

An innocent owner of a car seized | 
under such circumstances may not 
be required to pay the costs of the| 
seizure and* subsequent litigation | 
for the condemnation and sale of; 
the vehicle, the court holds. The 
government is not entitled to have 
a vehicle so seized condemned and 
sold until there has been a con- 
viction of the person using it illeg- 
ally in the transportation of liquor. 

These are the principal points 
decided against the government in 
the opinion of Justice Siddons. The 
Foss-Hughes Company, in its appli- 
cation for the retugg of a confis- 
eated car, in which it retained title 
under a conditional bill of sale, 
proved to the court that it sold a| 
used car to Jacob Rosenberg on 
June 9, 1925, for $1.000, on a cash 
payment of $250 and monthly notes 
for the balance. 

On August 1, 1925, police dis-| 
covered the machine, driven by an 
unidentified person, transporting 
liquor. They pursued the operator, 
who abandoned the car and es- 
caped. 3 

The government conceded 
there had been no prosecution 
and conviction, but contended 
that was due to the escape of 
the griver of the car. It ad- 
mitted that there was due the 
claimant company under the 
sales contract duly recorded, 
$687.56, and that the appraisal 
by the United States marshal on 
the valuc of the machine was 
$150. f 

The costs sought to be collected 
by the government before consent- 
ing to a return of the car were 
those for seizure, the _ storage 
charges since last August, and ex- 
pense of the condemnation pro-| 
ceedings brought by the United 
States under the national prohibi- | 
tion act. The amount would have | 
exceeded the appraisal on the car | 
several times. 

In a lengthy review of the de-' 
cisions of the Federal courts, Jus-' 
tice Siddons reached the decision 
that the act clearly provides for 
conviction before the court is au- 
thorized to decree a sale of an 
automobile seized while transport- 
ing liquor. 

There is nothing in the law, he 
found, which allows the mulecting | 
of an innocent owner of the costs | 
of the seizure and attempted con-| 
demnation, 
ear be delivered to the Foss-Hughes | 
Company, as conditional vendor, 
without costs.

U.S. Rubber Has 
Group Insurance 


New York, May 10.—Nearly 85 
per cent. of the 10,164 full-time 
salaried employees of the United 
States Rubber Company have ap- 
plied for insyrance under a group 
plan just approved by the board of 
directors. By ‘confributing a sub- 
stantial part of the premium the 
company has made it possible for 
employees under 60 years of age 
to secure protection which might 
otherwise be too: expensive or for 
physical reasons impossible to ob- 
tain. The cost to the employees 
under the pian, which provides life 
and permanent disability protec- 
tion, is at thé nominal rate of 15 
cents a week for each $1,000 of in- 
surance, 

Salaried mployees who have 
been three rhanths or more in the 
service of the company and its 
subsidiaries, excluding those in for- 
‘eign service, are eligible under the 
plan, which was underwritten by 
the Equitable Life of New York. No 
medical examination is required. 
The amount of coverage for which 
each employee is eligible is based 
on salary and ranges from $500 
to $10,000. In event of total per- 
manent disability resulting from 
bodily injury or disease before the 
insured attains the age of 60 no 
further premiums are collected and 
the principal sum is paid to the 
insured. 


CANADA PLANS TO 
REBUILD TARIFF 


Furore Over Motor Cut 
Leads to Movement 
for Revision 





Montreal, May 10.—The furore 
over the tariff reduction. on.auto- 
mobile exports has_ crystallized 
in a definite move to have at least 
part of the old tariff wall rebuilt. 

It has created a new interest in 
the growth of the automobile in- 
dustry in Canada, due to the pub- 
lic desire to judge the expedi- 
ency of the change in the govern- 
ment’s fiscal policy toward it. 

Noting these facts, the Canadian 
Weekly Trades Review, a Cana- 
dian Pacific issue, says:— 

“It is frequently stated that the 
production of motor cars in Can- 
ada is a matter of assembling the 
parts rather than of complete man- 
ufacture. This is undoubtedly 
true to a certain degree, but full 
manufacture is advancing rapidly, 
and now characterizes the greater 
proportion of the industry.
